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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 3-6 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

the cited prior art does not disclose or render obvious the combination of elements recited in the 
claims as whole . Specifically, the cited prior art fails to disclose or render obvious the following 
limitations: 

As per independent claim 4, the claimed: 

Wherein the fractal subsurface model is generated by a modified Voronoi tessellation technique 
which comprises modifying the Voronoi tessellation by using L p norm, where L p = (x - q0 1/p , 
where x is an arbitrary point, qi is point whose distance has to be calculated, and p is an exponent 
which can assume fractional real numbers and negative real numbers thereby enabling greater 
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range for generation of different fractal sub-surfaces, which are closer to a real geological 
situation. 

Support for the allowance subject matter can be found in the originally submitted specification 
towards the middle of page 6 and bottom half of page 8. Further, applicant points out specific 
advantages that the claimed limitation holds over the prior art in the remarks filed 6/19/2006 on 
the last sentence of page 14 to the middle of page 15.
